LITTLE MAN ON CAMPUS 


Samuel Langhorne Clemens, better known as 
Mark Twain, is the subject of SAM CLEMENS OF 
HANNIBAL, by Dixon Wecter, which has just been 
added to the library. In 1946 Mr. Wecter was 
appointed editor of the Mark Twain Estates by the 
trustees. Since that time he has written three books 
using the material at his disposal. 

After spending two years in the preparation of 
a two-volume biography of Twain, Mr. Wecter died 
suddenly in 1950. This biography, SAM CLEMENS 
OF HANNIBAL, is the first of the planned two 
volumes; it covers the least known years in Twain’s 
life—his youth. 

Twain’s ancestors were Virginia Quakers. Per¬ 
haps this accounts for Twain’s “bias toward paci¬ 
fism, his horror of debt, and his instinctive sym¬ 
pathy for all underdogs.” 

By the time Twain was born his people had set¬ 
tled in Hannibal, Mo., surely the background of 
both Tom Sawyer and Huckleberry Finn. Hannibal 
was a small town of small businesses. Twain’s 
father was a judge; the Clemens family was highly 
respected in the community. 

In his early years Twain worked as printer s 
devil and as substitute editor of the Hannibal 
Journal: his first literary efforts were made during 
this time. 

When Twain was eighteen he left Hannibal to 
travel, lecture, and to develop into a world-recog¬ 
nized author. The story of his first, formative 
eighteen years is told by Mr. Wecter in one of the 
most interesting biographies published in 1952. 

Lloyd C. Douglas, famous author of Magnificent 
Obsession and The Robe, again has written of the 
time of Christ in THE BIG FISHERMAN, the last 
of his novels. Mr. Douglas again shows his great 
talent in re-creating scenes for his readers.

Trees, Shrubbery 
To Be Planted 

The planting of dogwood, live 
oaks, water oaks, hickory, black 
gum, mimosa, red bud, and pine 
trees, additional canna beds, and 
more roses is a continuation of the 
campus beautification plan now in 
progress. 

Dogwood trees will be planted 
along both sides of the campus 
drives, along the west side of the 
library and south of Tee Pee.

Mrs. Tchou plans to become a 
medical secretary. She is enrolled 
in English, psychology, typing, and 
business math. At first she had 
trouble with her English pronun¬ 
ciation, but now she says psychol¬ 
ogy is her hardest course. 

When questioned if she and her 
husband would consider returning 
to their home-land if the world 
situation changed for the better, 
or if she planned to attend another 
college after TJC, she replied: 

“Our future is hard to de¬ 
termine, since it all depends on the 
immigration office. So far we are 
still doing extension in every six- 
months period.” 


“I like the American people very 
much, especially the people of 
Texas,” says Mrs. Hoeiming Li 
Tchou, Chinese student six 
months out of Indo-China, now 
attending TJC. 

Mrs. Tchou, who has been in 
Paris, France, New York City, and 
Ohio since she le f t Indo-China ex¬ 
plained: 

“I didn’t like America at first 
because the people of the North 
were not as friendly as the people 
of France.” 

Since she has come to Texas, 
however, her attitude toward 
America has changed. 

“The people of Texas are even 
friendlier than the French,” she 


says. 

Mrs. Tchou, wife of M. F. Tchou, 
M. D. lung specialist at the tuber¬ 
culosis sanitarium at Camp Fan¬ 
nin, answered other questions, 
concerning the Chinese and the in¬ 
ternational situation. 

“The customs are different here 
from those in China,” she said. “In 
China the people respect the old 
and here they like the young.” 

When she left China she said-the 
average Chinese thought of Amer¬ 
ica as a great ally, but since Chi¬ 
na’s recent Communist control she 
doesn’t know what their attitude 
toward the U. S. would be.. 

When asked her opinion of 
Chiang-Kai-Shek, she said: “I 
think he is a great person.” 

She also believes that the bulk 
of the Chinese people would sup¬ 
port Chiang Kai-Shek and his Na¬ 
tionalist troops if they staged an 
invasion of China proper. 

Mrs. Tchou left Indo-China 
about six months ago, although 
her husband has been in this 
country around two years. 

tie first went to Paris, France, 
where he got his post-graduate 
work at Paris University. From 
there he came to New York where 
he worked at the New York State 
Tuberculosis Sanitarium, and then 
to the Ohio Tuberculosis Sanitar- 


portunity to explore ideas accu¬ 
mulated during my years of 
schooling and teaching.” 

A grin of amusement passed 
over Mr. Kirshbaum’s face as he 
recalled his first interview wdth 
the Dean of Music at Yale, during 
which he told the Dean that he 
wanted to go through Yale and 
had approximately $150 to see him 
through. Six years later when he 
received his degree the Dean asked 
him how much of the original $150 
he had left. 

However, as he looks brick on 
all of those experiences he ex¬ 
plained: 

“I don’t recall any special hard¬ 
ships. Instead it was more of an 
adventure because there were so 
many others going through Yale 
the same way.” 

As with most teachers and edu¬ 
cators, he finds that satisfaction 
in his work stems from the suc¬ 
cess of his former students. 

A number of his former violin 
students are now plajdng with 
symphony orchestras throughout 
the United States such as the New 
Haven, Baltimore, Oklahoma City, 
Dallas, Portland, Wichita Falls, 
and Lubbock. 

Other students are heads of mu¬ 
sic departments in various colleges 
and universities. 

In the midst of his teaching, Mr. 
Kirshbaum has continued his ac¬ 
tivities as a performer, playing 
violin recitals in all parts of the 
United States, and touring with 
various music groups. 

Other activities include appear¬ 
ing as a soloist with symphony 
orchestras, numerous appearances 
on radio and television, including 
participation in two international 
broadcasts. 

The early life of Mr. Kirshbaum 
was like that of any other young¬ 
ster until the age of six. He began 
taking violin lessons upon the in¬ 
sistence of his father who believed 
music was one way to keep boys 
out of mischief. 

Although music interfered with 
the usual games of cops and rob- 


Mr. Kirshbaum has come a long 
way from the beginning of his mu¬ 
sical career and has been asso¬ 
ciated with some of the world’s 
leading musicians. 

Among those with whom he has 
worked are Joseph Szigeti, who 
has been a soloist under Mr. 
Kirshbaum, and Andor Foldes, 
internationally celebrated pianist 
with whom Mr. Kirshbaum has 
performed sonata recitals. 

Others are Henry Cowell, dis¬ 
tinguished American composer 
who has written and dedicated a 
composition for string orchestra 
to Mr. Kirshbaum, and Walter 
Hendl, director of Dallas Sym¬ 
phony Orchestra who has ap¬ 
peared as piano soloist under the 
direction of Mr. Kirshbaum. Mr. 
Shoep and Mr. Ziegler of the TJC 
School of Music have also ap¬ 
peared as soloist under the direc¬ 
tion of Mr. Kirshbaum. 

Among the distinguished mu¬ 
sicians with whom he studied are 
Hugo Kortschak, Emeran Stoever, 
Bruce Simonds, Otto Kinkeldey, 
and Richard Donovan. 

Mr. Kirshbaum has bee« presi¬ 
dent of The Kansas violinist 
Guild, an executive board mem¬ 
ber of The Kansas Music Teach¬ 
ers Association, president of 
American String Teachers Asso¬ 
ciation, Texas Chapter, and cur¬ 
rently is serving on the executive 
board of this organization. 

Mr. Kirshbaum has played every 
kind of music from boogie to Bach 
and church to circus. There is 
only one criteria of importance to 
him as far as the different types 
of music, whether popular or 
“long hair”—it must be good mu¬ 
sic. “Discrimination is the back¬ 
bone of all art.”
